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The estimated total employment of wage and salary earners (oxcluding members of 
defence forces, rural workers, and female domestic workers in private homes) was 1,917,600 
as at the end of March, 1942, comprising 1,363,400 males and 554,200 females, The corres- 
ponding figures in July, 1941, were 1,904,500 persons - 1,393,300 males and 511,200 fomales. 
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The increase in the total from July, 1941 to March, 1942 was 13,100 or 0.7 per | 
cent., but March showed very little increase from the February level. Male employment, which 
reached = pesk in September and October, 1941 at 1,408,100, hes declined each month since, 
The decreases were largest in December, January and February, coincident with heavy call-ups 
for military service, but somewhat smaller in March, The number of females which has been 
increasing steadily since July, 1941, averaged a monthly increase of 5,260 from July, 1941 to 
Fobruary, 1942, and increased by 6,200 in March, 1942,

Total employment in industries recorded above continued to increase until November, 
1941, just before the entry of Jepan into the war, That event has led to a transformation 
in that (a) lerge numbers of men were called up for military service and (b) employment in 
Government munitions factories was rapidly expanded, Simultaneously considerable numbers of 
men (who did not normally work as wage earners) entered into wage eerning employment and con- | 
siderable numbers of men ceased employment in rural industry to engage in other industries. ) 
These have largely replaced (in a numerical sense) men withdrawn from non-rural industry for 
the defence forces. From November, 1941 to March, 1942 the Aecrease in number of males 
employed as wage earners in non rural industries was only 44,000 = or a fraction of the 
numbers taken into defence forces, It is not possible at present to estimate the extent of 
the drain or manpower from rural industry but it is evident that it has been substantial both 
directiy for defence forces and indirectly by reason of attraction to more lucrative omploy- 
ment. In many respects, however, the labour potential cf rural industries is relatively 
@lastic since approximately onshelf of the manpower in rural industries consists normally of 
working proprietors who are assisted by their families, Special action is now being taken +t9 
explore the facts in regard to rural labour and production, 


Increase in female employment has not as yet shown any marked tendency to accelerant,

workers are munitions, aircreft and shipbuilding, and shipping and stevedoring. Both are of 
prime importance in war time, In the latter case, it is practically impossible to alleviate 
the demand by the employment of females; while, in the munitions, etc. factories, there has 
been an even greater increase of females employed then of males. The ratio of females to 
males employed in these establishments was 1 to 5.91 in July, 1941, 1 to 4.12 in February, 
1942, and 1 to 3.88 in March, 1942, In March, as compared with February, there was no sig- 
nificant change from the usual trend in any industriel group. 





females: Female employment in ell industrial groups showed substantial increases, but relat- 
ively the greatest increases wore in munitions, aircraft, and shipbuilding, banks and insurances 
and government n.e6.i.

There were smaller increases in “Qusensland and Victoria, and small decreases in the other 

three States. Male employment decreased in four States, but South Australia showed a large

Male employees in March, compared with Fobruary, increased, as has just been pointed 
out, in South Australia and Queensland, The increases in these States were chiefly in fact-

factory increase in Queensland was a normal seasonal one. Shipping and stevedoring showed 

a substantial increase in Victoria as well as in the two Stetes already noted. Building and 
construction decreased considerably in New South Wales, but this industry was little changed 

in other Stats, with the exception of the increase in Queensland to which attention has been 

drawn above. Employees engaged in fishing declined substantially in Western Australia. As 
in February, the numbers of male employees showed substantial decreases in March in wholesale 
and retail trede, entertainment, sport, etc., and hotels restaurants, etc., in all States, 


Fomale employees in March continued the general tendency to increase their numbers, 
The total number increased in all States except Western Australia. Banks and insurance com- 
panies continued to engage more females in all States; but retail stores showed little change 
compared with February for all States taken together, Outstanding features in March for 
certein States were:- New South Wales, a substantial increase in female factory employees 
partly offset by a ¢ecline in retail stores; Victoria, a large increase in tactory employees 
and female government employees; South Australia, a large increase in female factory employ- 
ees, 





3, PAY ROLL TAX: 





The collected figures for Pay-Roll returns are given without any adjustment in the 
appendixes which are attached to this summary. The totals given are those for all employers 
who send regular returns to the Taxation Departments, For the small proportion of returns 
which are outstanding at the closing date each month, the figures of the previous month have © 
been brought forward. The returns do not cover all employment, as Commonwealth employees 
are excluded, and employers who pay not more than £20 per week in salaries or wages do not 
make returns. Certain other classes of employers, principally religious or public bene- 
volent institutions and public hospitals, are also exempt. The proportion of all employees 
who are included varies from State to State on account of the different nature of the indus- 
tries in the various States; but in general, the proportion of employees, (other than those 
of the Commonwealth, and those engaged in rural industries, and female domestics in private 
households), who are included in the Pay=Roll Tax returns is about 85 per cent. of the es- 
timated total of males in employment, and about 80 per cent. of the females. The figures 
exclude personnel enlisted in Defence Forces and in the Civil Construction Corps, 


Employers were classified for "industry" according to the industry in which they 
were considered to be predominantly engaged. As some large employers engage in more than 
one industry, a considerable number of employees have been included in classes to which they 
do not strictly belong, The following tables may be taken as indicators of trend from month 


to month, but not as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the respective industries.
